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Continuation of 1 3. Other: Applicant argues over the Examiner's interpretation of the limitation, the capacitive elements of the array are 
disposed adjacent to two adjoining sides of the electrical device. 

The argument is not persuasive. The Examiner interprets the above limitation as following: (a) The Examiner divides the surrounding area 
of the electrical device into at least four sides or areas (left, top, right, and bottom areas). The area on the left of the electrical device is 
considered as the left side. All areas above the electrical device are considered as the top side. The area on the right of the electrical 
device is considered as the right side. All areas below the electrical device are considered as the bottom side, (b) The left side (the area 
on the left) adjacently adjoins the top and bottom sides, the top side (all areas on top) adjacently adjoins the left and right sides, the right 
side (the area on the right) adjacently adjoins the top and bottom sides, and the bottom side (all areas on the bottom) adjacently adjoins the 
left and right sides, (c) For "the capacitive elements of the array disposed adjacent to two adjoining sides", the Examiner arbitrarily selects 
any two areas on any two sides such that they are adjacently adjoining to each other, and on each of the selected areas there are 
capacitive elements mounted thereon. 

The prior art reference (Nakamura, US 20020023342) discloses capacitive elements (17/18) of an array disposed on the left area, the top 
area, and also on the right area of the electrical device (devicel 0, figure 1 ). The Examiner arbitrarily selects the left and top areas. The left 
area is the area right on the left side of the electrical device (1 0) and the top area is all of the areas on top of the electrical device. Because 
the capacitive elements (17/18) are arranged on two adjacent adjoining areas (the left and top areas), therefore they meet the above 
limitation. 
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
